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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is in response to the applicant's response filed 4/1/02. The proposed 
drawing changes for Figs. 1 and 2 are approved. All references cited in the IDS resubmitted on 
4/1/02 have been considered. Claims 1-13 are currently pending. Detailed action is followed: 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-7 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nevo et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,320,873. 

- Regarding claim 1-7 and 12, Novo et al disclose a CDMA transmission of packet 
switched data from a mobile station to a GSM network, which is also found anticipating all the 
claimed limitations such as data communicating between a wireless unit (40 of Fig. 3) and a 
packet data network (PDN 48 of Fig. 3) via at least one base station and a base station controller 
(BSC), wherein data communication over a packet switched link (e.g. when the mobile uses a

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wireless uplink channel for transmission of data, see Fig. 4) are established by sending a setup 
packet over a circuit switched link (e.g. over the Urn interface which known as circuit-switched 
link, see Figs. 2A & 4 in conjunction with col 1: lines 54-55, col. 5: lines 50-54, & col. 6: lines 
14-15,40-42). 



4. Claims 8-1 1 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

- Applicant mainly argues that Nevo et al. fail to teach using a circuit switched link for 
setting up data session between the wireless unit and the base station. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As further addressed in the rejection statement, numerous places in the reference 
(Figs. 2A & 4 in conjunction with col. 1: lines 54-55, col. 5: lines 50-54, & col. 6: lines 14-15, 
40-42) indicates the mobile unit sending data transmission request over an CDMA air interface 
or an Um interface which was known as circuit-switched link. Accordingly, for at least this 
reason, it is concluded Nevo et al. disclose this arguable feature.
